Two lions, two leopards, and a tame 


black panther have for some month! 
been kept iv one 
cage in Bunaim's 


hippodrome. 
The lions are separated 


from 
their companions 
through the 
night by iron bare, but in the day- 
time the bars are withdrawn, and 
the 


animals form a "happy family." 


No sooner were the 
bars taken out 


yesterday 
morning than the leopard 


made a spring for the panther's throat. 
Tiie panther was young, but his 
mus- 


cles 
were like iron and his skin as 


thick as 
sole-leather, 
and he struck 


the leopard 
a blow with one of his 
fore-paws 
that laid him sprawling on 


the floor of the cage. 
In an instant 


the leopard was on his feet again, and 
the animals 
stood face 
to face. 
For 
fullya minute they glared and growl- 
ed, und then,with a shock that nearly 
turned tlie cage on the side, they met 
again, each trying to grasp 
the other 
by the throat. 


Tbe employees 
of the hippodrome, 


attracted 
by the noise of the conflict, 


tried, with iron 
bars 
anil 
spears, 
to 


separate 
the combatants, 
but without 


avail. 
Seasoned 
spears were snapped 
into like straws, 
aud even 
the keeper 


ofthe animals dared not approach the 
cage. 


The 
leopard, 
with an 
unexpected 


spring, fixed himself on the panther's 
back, and, taking the loose skin on 
the back ofthe latter's neck between 
his 
teeth, 
gave 
tbe 
panther 
a toss 
against the side of the cage that bent 
the thick iron bars nearly double. For 
a minute there was great danger that 
all the beat>ts in the cage 
would 
es- 


cape. 
The top of the cage was broken 


and the floor was split. 
But the bat- 


tle was over, for the panther, 
without 


a sound, struck 
the floor of the cage 


lifeless. 


But 
the leopard 
was not satisfied 


with the death of his antagonist. 
No 


sooner 
was 
he 
convinced 
that 
he 


could approach 
with safety than, seiz- 


ing tlie panther's 
head 
between 
his 


fore paws, he gave him a tearing with 
tbe sharp claws of his hind feet that 
nearly 
stripped 
the 
skin 
from 
his 


body. 
Then he began with his teeth, 


and before the employees 
could inter- 


fere nearly half of the dead panther 
had been e*ten by the leopard. 


When 
at length a 
sufficient force 


had beeu collected 
around 
the 
cai;e, 


the keeper who hail tamed tliepanther 
entered 
the den. There upon the floor 


lay his pet's silky black skin, almost 
entire. 
His body, not yet cold, quiv- 


ered and his eyes glared. 
The leopard 


crouched 
in a corner of the cage, sat- 


isfied with his meal. 
The iron bars 


were soon 
replaced, 
and the leopard 


was 
prevented 
from 
doing further 


mischief. 
At the afternoon 
performance 
the 


leopard 
was 
so unruly that it was 


deemed unsafe*.for 
the trainer to enter 


the cage; but tbe bars were 
kept in 


their places and no more damage was 
done.

time and offered it to-day, not for pas- 
sage, but in the shape of a resolution 
directing its consideration 
on Wed- 


nesday 
evening next. 
On ordering 


the main question, the vote stood by 
tellers 151 to 62. 
This made the lobby 


confident 
of 
success; 
but 
another 


question had 
to be put and that was: 


Will the House suspend the rules and 
pass the resolution 
? 
This called for 


the yeas and nays, while the rules re- 
quired that there should be two-thirds 
to carry it, the proposition did not re- 
ceive even 
a majority vote, standing 


117 yeaa to 129 nays. 
New England, 


New York and 
Northwestern 
delega- 


tions voted almost solidly against it. 
The Pennsylvania 
Republicans 
were 


generally for it, and 
the Democrats 
against it. 
Maryland cast a solid vote 


for it. 
The 
South, 
though, 
was 
di- 


vided, and there is where 
Mr. Scott 


made 
A wrong count, for he expected 


to get the full Southern 
delegations. 


Another effort is to be made to pass 
the bill; but in view of to-day's 
vote 


it would seem to be hopeless.

Washington, February 24th.?The 


report of the Senate 
Judiciary 
Com- 


mittee as t* the legal obligation ofthe 
Government to carry out the contract 
with the Pacific MailCompany for the 
China 
mail service, 
states in effect

Mr. F. P. F. Tem- 
ple is an exception to this rule. 
Ever 


in the lead in all public enterprises,he 
has contributed more than any other 
individual towards 
the advancement 


of the city by erecting prominent,sub- 
stantial and elegant business 
houses. 


The Postofflce block, now approaching 
completion, 
will be a lasting 
orna- 


ment to Los Angeles.

On Main street
